The reorganization of ‘the Bureau of 
American Republics, effected by the appoint-

Plans by Emory as director in 
the place of Joseph P. 
Bureau Chief. Smith, who recently 
: died, is of great con- 


cern to the manufac- 
turing and exporting interests of the coun- 
try, especially to those doing business with 
Central and South America. During the 
Cleveland adminisfration, in compliance with 
the request of many manufacturers, the col- 
umns of the monthly bulletin of the bureau 
were opened to advertisers, and a rate for 
space was established which it was supposed 
would yield a revenue to the bureau to as- 
sist in its work of pushing reciprocal trade 
between the United States and the Latin- 
American countries, 

A contract was made with a New York 
man to obtain these advertisements upon 
commission. The export journals of the 
country opposed the advertising scheme from 
the first, but the opposition became ag- 
gressive when it was evident that the adver- 


a vigorous campaign for business, employing 
a score or more Of expert solicitors. The 
result was that instead of a limited amount 
of advertising, as was originally intended, 
the mgnthly bulletin grew in size until its 
last issue contained about 120 pages of ad- 
vertising of all classes and kinds. 

The contract with the advertising agent 
proved a most disadvantageous one to the 
bureau in every way, and permitted an un- 
dignified scramble for money on the part of 
solicitors who worked on commission. 

The Bureau of American Republics is not 
a department of United States, but is 
supported in part by this government in con- 
junction with nineteen South and Central 
American governments and is managed by 
an executive committee. It is meant to be 
a commercial bureau in the highest sense. 
The acting director is the chief of the bureau 
of foreign commerce of the Department of 
State, in which position he has rendered 
good service in expediting the promulgation 
of consular reports and getting the informa- 
tion into the hands of the public before it 

Mr. Emory took hold of the bureau on 
March 1 with energy and has abrogated the 
contract with Charles E. Locke of New 
York, general agent for the obtaining of ad- 
vertising on commission. It is the intention 
of the bureau to carry out all contracts with 
present advertisers and further to accept 
new ones under certain conditions from Buch 
firms as may apply for space, but no solicit- 
ing by agents on commission and no drum- 
ming up business will be countenanced.

WYSTERY ROBES A CRIME 


‘THOMAS L. WALSH OF JOLIET FOUND 
3 DEAD IN A ROAD. 


Town in Ekcitement Over the Killing 
of a Prominent Citisen—Body Dis- 
- covered Near Plainfield and Eleven 
Miles from the Man’s Home—Its Con- 
dition Gives Evidence of a Violent 
Struggle — Believed He Was Kid- 
naped, Drugged, and Robbed, 


Lying beside the muddy road a mile from 
the Village of Plainfield the body of Thomas 
L. Walsh, a prominent citizen of Joliet, was 
discovered by a passing boy at 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

Everything indicated that Mr. Walsh had 

met his death by violent means, and that 
the body had been conveyed to the place, 
which.is ten miles from Joliet, in a vehicle, 
The body was not clad in an overcoat and 
was lying in an unnatural position, which 
indicated that death had already ensued 
when it was placed beside the road.

Emerson of the Mary- 
jdand neval reserves has placed his hand- 
some steam yacht Nydia at the disposal of 
jhe government.

The 
drawings were completed on Friday and 
submitted to the naval experts, who think 
the yacht can be fitted out within two, 
weeks; if not, then Dr. Emerson will. ten- 
der it for use as a dispatch boat or for any 
other service at the pleasure of the gov- 
ernment. Commander Emerson paid §25,000 
for the Nydia. 

The Nydia is now at Skinner's shipyards 
here being equipped with two rapid-firing 
guns, one forward and the other aft, anda 
torpedo tube amidships. he Nydia was 
built for Dr, R. V. Pierce of Buffalo, N. Y., 
who afterwards sold it to Eugene Tomp- 
kins of Boston, from whom Dr. Emerson 
bought it in New York. The Nydia is a 
schooner-rigged steam yacht. Its dimen- 
sions are: Length over all, 98 feet 6 inches; 
length of water line, 82 feet 6 inches; beam 
La pont draft, 6 feet; length of cabin, 12 
eet. 

The Nydia has been at the disposal of the 
officers and men of the Maryland naval! bat- 
talion ever since its purchase, more than 
@ year ago. The yacht was recently over- 
hauled for the second time at a cost: of 
$5,000 and made more commodious than

SPANISH FLAG MAY NOT REMAIN. 


Historian of the Revolutionary Party

The unusual scene of a large number of men 
working immediately in front of the Execu- 
tive Mansion on Sunday afternoon naturally 
attracted considerable attention, and upon 
inquiry Tue TRIBUNE correspondent learned 
the facts.

Naval Militia Program. | 

The program of work for the naval militia 
ih the event of hostilities has been arranged. 
No detailed instructions have yet been fur- 
nished the commanding officers of the re- 
serve battalions, but orders, charts, and de- 
scriptive matter are completed and will be 
forwarded from the Washington authorities 
as soon as it appears beyond doubt that 
there will be war. Officers of the reserves of 
different States have been in the city several 
times in the last few weeks, and a promi- 
nent officer of the organization will remain 
here for a week or two longer, He is aiding 
the government authorities in their prepara- 
tions, and attends the conferences which take 
place at the War and Navy departments, 

The work of the reserves will be of a com- 
bined naval and military nature. It was 
settled long ago that the naval militia would 
take care of what is known as the “* second 
line of defense,’ and that it would have 
charge of harbor defense in conjunction with 
the naval officers and the coast defense offi- 
cers, the latter being ofthearmy. The plan 
is to have the reserves take charge of im- 
provised works of harbor defense, an impor- 
tant and extensive feature. Those har- 
bors which have been fully defended by gov- 
ernment works of a permanent character 
will be in charge of the army engineers and 
the artillery officers. The latter have 
planted submarine mines at the entrance of 
the principal harbors and some time ago ar- 
ranged for the land connections, The har- 
bors se far fully protected are Portland, 
Me., Boston, New York, Delaware Bay, 
Hampton Roads, and Charleston. Beyond 
this the system of protection must be large- 
ly improvised, and from all accounts it will 
be quite as effective as the permanent works 
at New York, or Boston, or Delaware Bay. 


Nature of Submarine Mines. 


A government submarine mine, such as is 
now believed to have destroyed the Maine 
at Havana, consists of a huge tank contain- 
ing 500 pounds of dynamite or wet gun 
cotton; This is the regulation type of mine 
and a field of such is composed of eleven 
of these tanks of explosive. 

Several mine flelds are placed across the 
entrance to the bodies of water mentioned, 
and the disposition of the mine in each field 
is such as to render it impossible for a 
ship passing over the field to escape the 
destructive force of the explosion. The ex- 
perts say that'a mine will destroy a ship 
which is sixty feet away. Observation points 
are established at two places along the 
shore, one on a line with the center of the 
mine field, and the other some distance 
away. At a signal from the observer near 
the fleld the officers at the remoter point 
discharge the entire field. A whole fleet 
would be destroyed with the press of a 
button. No war has occurred since the 
submarine mine has reached its present 
state of destructiveness, but some idea of 
the terrific force of the system was fur- 
nished by the diabolical outrage at Havana, 
and even on that occasion there was but 
one mine. During the war, with the crude 
and limited and temporary structures sunk 
in harbors, great damage was wrought on 
the ships of that day. The ordnance officers 
say the present submarine mine wil! leave 
scant vestige of a squadron which ap- 
proaches with hostile intent. There seems 
mo protection against the submarine mine, 
for whatever devices may be used for pre- 
maturely exploding submarine mines there 
is always likely to be enough tanks of ex- 
Plosive left to cripple beyond the danger 
pont, if not absolutely annthilate the enemy, 


Extending the System. 

The important and responsible work of 
a these mines will devolve upon the 
naval militia, and plans have been furnished 
certain representatives of the reserves of 
places where they will be called upon to pro- 
vide the kind of defenses.

Arming the Chicago, 
Captain O’Nell, the naval chief of ordnance, 


_ has recommended the Secretary of the Navy 


to request an appropriation in the regular 
bill of $50,000 for modern guns and mounts 
fer the Chicago, That ship will shortly be 
in readiness for service, and the work of arm- 
ing it will be hastened. It is desired to have 
the sum immediately available. The same 
request has been made in regard to an item 
of $25,000 for converting six-inch guns of 
ordinary type to rapid fire, and an item of 
$15,000 for the improvement of Fort Lafiy- 
ette as a naval magazine. 

The withdrawal of the gunboat Heiena 
and the so-called practice cruiser Bancroft 
from the European station, leaving the pro- 
tected cruiser San Francisco alone in those 
waters, is not accepted by naval officials as 
the abandonment of the early plan to main- 
tain a force of naval ships in Europe. The 
two ships ordered home by Secretary Long 
do not represent a very exalted type of naval 
efficiency. The Helena is one of the third 
rate sey. of no great armament,.and 
no protection. The Bancroft has been aptly 
described ‘as a toy war vessel. It was bullt 
originally as a school ship for the naval 
It was altered within the last few 
years to give added strength, and was sent 
to Turkish waters in furtherance of a plan 
to take an American warship to Constanti- 
nople. Neither the Helena nor the Bancroft 
stand for much beyond keeping our flag 
afloat. They have their uses, however, buc 
abroad would hardly be a match for the 
weakest of the Spanish ships. The order 
bringing them home was probably issyed 
that the vessels might be used in coast de- 
fense. It is not expected that they will join 
the North Atlantic fleet on arrival here. A 
great deal depends upon the conditions pre- 
vailing when the ships arrive. There is good 
reason for supposing that the San Francisco 
“will remain on the station, and will be aug- 
mented within a week or ten days by other 
‘ships of power, The original intention was 
to send the Brooklyn, Minneapolis, Colum- 
bia, and two of the auxiliary steamers to 
Europe. Their function would, be the way- 
laying of the enemy, and in this work the 
San Francisco would take an effective part.

MORE WARSHIPS ARE READY. 


League Island Vessels Will Be Fit to 
Go Into Service Within a 
Day or Two, 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 13.—The work of 
recruiting landsmen, ordinary seamen, and 
machinists will continue until further orders 
at the League Island navy yard. There has 
been a rush of applications for the army 
and marine branches of the service all week, 
but the officers in charge are accepting only 
those who pass a most rigid examination. 
In consequence only a few are being chosen. 
The Miantonomoh, Katahdin, Minneapolis, 
and Columbia will be ready to sail within 
a day or two. A few more men are needed 
for the Katahdin and Minneapolis and a de- 
tachment of marines under Licutenant Ful- 
ler are expected shortly to complete the 
me yess complement. All the warahips 
aré coaled and have most of their stores 
aboard, and about ali that remains to be 
done now is to replenish their stock of am- 
munition. This will be done at the govern- 
ment magazine, a short distance below the 
navy yard. 

No Sunday work is under way at the 
Frankford arsenal. Last week an order was 
received there to work ten hours a day, but 
whatever contract was involved hag prob- 
ably been completed, for the order was re- 
scinded last night. The average daily out- 
put of cartridges there is 88,000 rounds, but . 
during the ten-hour day this could be in- 
creased by from 8,000 to 10,000. It isthe only 
arsenal in the United States where small 
ammunition is made. The number of em- 
ployés has been gradually increased of late 
to from 600 to 700 workmen. 

The Bethlehem iron company has received 
orders to push all governnrent work as yet 
unfinished on the 100 ten and twelve inch 
guns and carriages, and the force of skilled 
mechanics in all departments is working 
night and day. 


DENIES A TORPEDO THEORY, 


Uieutenant Commander McLean Says 
There Is No Such Thing as a 
Newport Destroyer. 


Newport, R. I., March 18.—Lieutenant 
Commander McLean was interviewed at the 
terpedo station! today in regard to the re- 
pert that the Maine had been blown up by 
a “Newport” torpedo. The commander 
ig authority for the statement that there is 
no such thing as a “ Newport” torpedo. 

The station here is largely for experi- 
mental purposes in the way of trying and 
testing torpedoes, and it has at various 
times experimented with the Whitehead, 
Howell, and Cunningham torpedoes, The 
Whitehead torpedo, which is the projectile 
in general use in the United States navy, 
although the Howell is used to some ex- 
tent, is an auto-mobile device. In the center 
of the projectile, which is made in sizes of 
sixteen and eighteen feet in length, is a 
cylinder for the reception of compressed 
air, which feeds the machanism in the tail’ 
of the torpedo. In front of the cylinder for 
compressed air is placed the warhead, 
which usually contains in the neighborhood 
of 220 pounds of gun cotton. «When the 
torpedo is prepared for action it is placed 
in a firm tube. The firing tube being dis- 
charged throws the projectile a distance of 
fifteen or twenty feet and the compressed 
air in the tank is released and supplies the 
motive power for the mechanism in the tail, 
Enough compressed air is stored to carry 
the torpedo 1,600 or 1,800 yards, The dis- 
tance which the torpedo is intended to 
travel may be gauged by the adjustment 
of the mechanism in the tail of the pro- 
jectile. When the projectile strikes an ob- 
ject the gun cotton is exploded by detona- 
tion by means of a charge of fulminate 
of mercury in the form of acap. The force 
of the discharge of pounds of gun-cot- 
ton is sufficient if properly placed to sink 
& warship, as was demonstrated in the Bra- 
Zilian insurrection, when a single torpedo 
destroyed four compartments on the battle- 
ship Aquidaban, sinking that vessel, al- 
though it was able, under its own steam, to 
get from its moorings to the dock, a few 

undred yards away. : 

The Howell torpedo differs from the 
Whitehead only in the mechanism, while 
the Cunningham torpedo is powerful, swift, 
and destructive, but uncontrollable.

UNUSUAL WORK FOR SUNDAY 


Atlanta, Ga., March 18.—[(Special. ]--To- 
night the government has the right of way 
on every railroad entering Atlanta fiom 
north and east, and employés are instructed 
to be ready foranemergency. Not since the 
days when the old Western and Atlantic 
road was used to transport, alternately, the 
men of Sherman, on the one side, and John- 
ston, on the other, has there been such a 
state of affairs as exists at this moment. 

While officials will not speak ahd the most 
extreme secrecy is observed as to the ex- 
tent of what is going on, the fact remains 
that om at least the Western and Atlantic 
railroad; which connects with the Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga, leading out to Louis- 
ville, every engine, passenger coach, freight 
car, and flat car has been hurriedly surveyed, 


‘and {ts held in readiness to be used for the 


great emergency which is likely to happen ht 
any moment. 

The instructions from Washington were re- 
ceived late last night, and were of the mosf 
stringent character. It was, in a word, & 
call for the right of way at any moment, 
with orders to have in sight every available 
conveyance for military use. 

As evidence of this excited condition, and 
the results of a rigid inspection of the roiling 
stock of the different railroads which are 
involved in the contemplated rush, extensive 
repairs have been proceeding all day on cars 
and engines which were judged unfit for im- 
mediate hard service. Old locomotives that 
have not traveled a mile in ten years have 
been run into the machine shop, and a thor- 
ough test is being given to every bolt and 
nut. The same is true of ancient freight and 
passenger cars of every description.

TROOPS MAY MOVE THIS WEEK. 


War Department Asks Railroads to Be

Washington, D. C., March 13.—The govern- 
ment is perfecting its plans to make the 
movements of troops to the coast defenses, 
orders for which were issued by the War 
department on Friday, and published at 
that time.

Government Officials a Preparing to 
Bring Into Service All Available 
Ships Owned by Individuals, 


Washington, D. ¢C., March 13.—Secretary 
Long was at the Navy department for a 
short while today.

Lieutenant Commander J, D. Kel- 
ly and Naval Constructor Towressy, the 
latter now on duty at Cramps’ shipyards, 
were expected, but their orders to attend 
had evidently arrived too late to permit 
them to do so. Each of the bureau chiefs 
present was able to give the board some 
information incident to work that may be 
required to fit out @ny ships that might be 
obtained. Several] of the members of the 
board, as originally appointed to look into 
the matter, are unable to leave the city at- 
the present time, so it was determined that 
a special board, of which Captain Rodgers 
will be President, should be designated to 
proceed to New York tonight to undertake 
the work in. hand. 


New York Office to Be Established. 


An office will be opened at 26 Cortlandt 
street, New York City, tomorrow morning, 
at which owners and agents for ships will 
be invited to make their proposals for turn- 
ing over to the navy such vessels as are of 
value for conversion into war purposes. 
The naval officials say there will be no 
difficulty experienced in obtaining vessels 
that are desired, as there are hundreds 
available. Thanks to the careful work of 
the Naval Intelligence office, the department 
keeps in close touch with the construction 
of all craft that could be utilized in the 
event of hostilities, and just noweit has a 
record of forty such ships of all sizes and 
classes, which will be inspected and ex- 
amined if their owners desire to part with 
them. A number of these are vessels which 
have been constructed under the subsidy act 
of Congress and are engaged in carrying the 
mails. The vessels to be examined will in- 
clude al] classes, from liners like the &t, 
Paul to oceangoing tugs, which can be of 
very material service for a number of pur- 
poses. Tonnage, draft, speed, conditions of 
boilers and machinery, and other attributes 
will figure in the grey: inspection which 
will be undertaken by the board before any 
chartering or purchasing is recommended. 
Both the Ordnance bureau and that en- 
gaged in the work of construction and repair 
ere ready to take their part in fitting out 
and equipping such vessele as may be 
acquired. 


Rushing Work on Heavy Ordnance. 


At the Washington gun factory there are 
now in various stages of construction no 
less than 150 guns of formidable char- 
acter, on which work is being done night 
and day with a view to their early compie- 
tion, No new guns are being started, but 
the entire efforts of the factory are devoted 
to finishing those now under way. A naval 
officer said there will be enough of them 
when finished to constitute a fair arma- 
ment for probably thirty or more auxiliary 
cruisers, should such a large fleet be found 
eee to supplement the regular war- 
ships.

WILL BUILD A HUGE DRY DOCK. 


Collis P. Huntington Will Construct a 
Basin Large Enough for Two 
Battleships at Once. 


Newport News, Va., March 13,-—-[Special.] 
-Collis P. Huntington, principal owner of 
the Newport News Ship Building and Dry 
Dock company, has given instructions to 
commence work on the mammoth dry dock 
at once. This determination on the multi- 
millionaire’s part is the result of a confer- 
ence held tn Washington last week between 
his lieutenant, Mr. Calvin B. Oreutt, Presi- 
dent of the ship building company, and 
Secretary Long. Some weeks ago Mr. Or- 
cutt made a proposition to the government 
to construct a large dry dock on the com- 
pany’s property here, providing the govern- 
ment assured liberal patronage when its 
ships were in this part of the Atlantic. Mr. 
Orcutt went to Washington last week and 
had a satisfactory interview with the Sec- 
retary. He returned to New York accom- 
panied,by Mayor Walter A. Post of this 
city, civil engineer for the ship yard, 

Mr. Huntington yesterday made 
his intention to go ahead with the work. 
Mr. Post has returned to the city, and to- 
morrow will commence active work on the 
big basin. The plans have already been 
prepared. Mr. Huntington will accept no 
subsidy from the government. He will 
furnish $1,000,000 or more if necessary to 
build the dock and will keep in close touch 
with his aides from San Francisco, where 
he will go in a few days. 

The dock will be constructed after the 
most modern ideas and will be capable of 
receiving two of the largest battleships at 
one time. It is understood that 1,000 men 
will be employed at once to push the work 
to completion. All of the necessary sound- 
ings have been made, and the material will 
The site fer the new 
basin will be directly north of the present 
dock, which is now the largest in Amer- 
ican waters, although lacking a few feet of 
being able to-receive the first-class battle- 
ships of the navy. The new dock will be 
the largest on the continent.

EUROPE WANTS INTERVENTION. 


Safety of Capital Invested in Cuba De- 
pends on Action of the United 
Btates.

Havana, March in 
the United States tndicate that the tests 
Jaid down in President McKinley's message 
for solving the Cuban question are soon to 
be applied. Testimony to the justice of 
these tests are furnished from an important 
source. It comes from the investment of 
European capital. English capitalists have 
shown more confidence in the certainty of 
American intervention than have some of 
the American péople. For months they 
have been ,making extensive investments. 
Now it.is understood that English syn- 
dicates control most of the tobacco fac- 
tories. The consolidation of the railroad 
system is under their guidance. Other en-. 
terprises have their direction. All this has 
been going on during a period when the 
shadow of Spanish sovereignty over Cuba 
was disappearing. No single circumstance 
would have justified the risk of a dollar if 
it had rested on autonomy bringing peace or 
Spain being able to guarantee stable gov-

ernment, nor has there been anything to 
encourage the belief that peace would come 
in the wake of the conquering arms of the 
peninsula or that the insurgents would be 
able to drive the Spaniards from the island. 
These English investors have taken no wild- 
eat chances of that kind. They have gone 
forward in the face of what might prove a 
temporary period of anarchy or even a 
sixty days’ war. Their business judgment 
has been based on the deliberate conviction 
that either the mediation or intervention 
of the United States was inevitable. In a 
less pronounced way representatives of the 
French capitalists who have recently been 
in Cuba have reached the same conclusion. 
This has been in the face of the French 
holdings of Spanish bonds. The German 
commercial interests, long ago strongly in- 
trenched, have looked forward with com- 
placency mingled with impatience to the 
time when the United States should end 
the struggle. Doubtless the representatives 
of these Buropean countries have reported 
the situation to their representative govern- 
ments. Most of them have made a careful 
study of the economic prospects as well as 
ef the political and military outlook. All 
observers agree on one point, which goes 
far in determining the whole question of 
intervention. 


Autonomy a Failure. 

It is four months since the régime of au- 
tonomy which was to bring peace was es 
tablished, and yet the United States is today 
trying to feed one-third of the inhabitants 
of Cuba. Had the authority of Spain been 
vindicated so as to enable the resumption 
of peaceful pursuits there would have been 
no need of this succor. If the wretched 
survivors of Weyler’s concentration policy 
had been put back in their holes in the 
country and the zones of “cultivation ex- 
tended as promised, by this time they would ‘ 
have been able to support themselves from 
the fruits of the soil; Instead, American 
relief is now the sole help of a large propor- 
tion of the population, without which they 
would die of starvation, as they have been 
dying for fifteen months: past. The relief 
has been systematized, and at last is dis- 
tributed with some degree of fgirness. And, 
in placing it on @ systematie the ex- 
tent to which food, medicine, and clothing 
are required is for the first time fully ap- 
preciated. In some cases the relief is grudg- 
ingly, and in most instances fully provided. 
In all cases it passes through the hands of 
the Consuls, and is by them delivered to the 
committee usually hired by the Alcaldes or 


Mayors. 
Municipals All Bankrupt. 

The municipals are all bankrupt. They 
receive no aid from the central government 
in Havana. They have no recourse to save 
their people from starving except this and 
from the United States. Many of them 
took office under the autonomist govern- 
ment on the promise that they would be 
enabled to supply food for the Cubang and 
put the reconcentrados back in the country. 
Their failure to do so has destroyed any in- 
fluence they might have in winning the peo- 
nje to the support of autonomy. No pros- 
pect is held out that the conditions will 
improve. The United States must continue 
to feed the inhabitants of Cuba for an in- . 
definite period unless the cause of starvation 
is stopped by means of intervention. 

The corporations and large enterprises 
will welcome peace or forcible intervention 
as the means of freeing them from burdens. 
The government Owes everybody in the 
cities. The gas companies and the electric 
light companies can collect nothing. If 
they press for payment their plants are 
threatened. with confiscation. The railroad 
companies receive promises of future pay- 
ment for the transportation of their supplies. 
When they press for- compensation they are 
met with the hint that the government 
may take the roads, Other important cred- 
itors are held off in similar ways.

Abuse of Americans Is Becoming More 
General, Seemingly with Gov- 
ernment Sanction,

Havana, via Key West, Fla., March 13. 
—[(Copyright, 1898, by Press Publishing 
Company, New York World.}—The feeling 
here is uneasy. The air is heavy with 
vague rumors and every one prays for a 
quick finish to the American inquiry court’s 
jJabors. The anti-American sentiment is 
growing day by day. Scurrilous pamphlets 
increase and are really written by Span- 
fards. The government allows the press to 
assume a more belligerent tone. 

The censor whom General Blanco keeps to 
cut just such things out of the local press 
is unable to prevent veiled threats and 
abuse of the Americans. daily in the local 
columns, though he does cut out mtich highly 
inflammatory matter. The censor’s waste 
basket is jammed full! of red penciled matter 
written for the Havana press. 

Our navy is especially attacked. Even La 
Lucha, Havana’s brightest daily, intimates 
that our ships are poor and that our disci- 
pline is poorer. The lower classes thought 
the little lighthouse tender Fern was a regu- 
lar battleship, and now that the Montgomery 
is here they are sure the cruiser must be the 
biggest fighting vessel left in our fleet. 

The suggestion was most timely that the 
Iowa and the New York should steam into 
the harbor here for the members of the board 
of inquiry and to gteam right out again. 

El Correo, a Conservative paper, printed a 
Warning to Spain to be on the alert, as Presi- 
dent McKinley was “ securing England's 
promise of non-interference in America’s 
Cuban policy.”

HARD WORK TO SAVE LIVES. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 18.—[Special.] 
—Proceedings against the powder trust will 
probably soon be begun in the federal courts 
here. Attorney General Fitzgerald, in an 
interview, said: ‘‘ The powder trust is, to 
my mind, one of the most gigantic trusts in 
the world. Its operations extend from this 
country to Europe, Asia, and South America, 
I am now investigating the evidence.” 

The powder pool agreement is for ten 
years from July 15, 1897, and was signed 
on behalf of the American factories on Aug. 
31, 1897, by Eugene Dupont, Bernard Pey- 
ton, Addison Fay, and Hamilton Barksdale. 


| For the European factories the signers are 


shomas Reid, J. N. Heidermann, Max A. 
Philipp, and E. Kroftmeier. The California 
companies entered the pool on Aug. 28, 1897. 

Under this agreement the united companies 
were dividefl into two camps—referred to in 
the compact as “ the American factories” 
and “the European factories.”" Of these 
two parties the former factories include: 

Laflin & Rand Powder company, New 
York; Eastern Dynamite company, WiIiming- 
ton, Del.; Miami Powder company, Xenia, 
O.; American powder mills, Boston, Mass.; 
Aitna Powder company, Chicago; Austin 
Powder company, Cleveland, O.; California 
powder works, San Francisco, Cal.; Giant 
Powder company, consolidated, San Fran- 
ciseo, Cal.; J@dson Dynamite and Powder 
company, San Francisco, Cal. 

The European factories consist of: Ver- 
einigte (United) Kola Rothweller powder 
factories of Cologne, Germany; Nobel Dyna- 
mite Trust company (limited) of London, 
England. 

The agreement contains a provision that 
the American factories are to abstain from 
manufacturihge, selling, or quoting directly 
in or for consumption in any of the countries 
territory, and the Eu- 
ropeans are to abstain in like manner from 
manufacturing, selling, or quoting, directly 
or indirectly, in or for consumption in any 
of the countries of the American territory. 
The feature of the agreement is the fol- 
lowing: 

“Whenever the American factories re- 
ceive any inquiry for any government other 
than their own, efther directly or indirectly, 
they are to communicate with the Euro- 
pean factories through the chairman, ap- 
pointe. as hereinafter set forth, and by that 
means to ascertain the price at which the 
European factories are quoting, or have 
fixed, a they shall be bound not to quote 
or sell at any lower than the price at which 
the Huropean factories are quoting or have 
fixed. Should the European factories re- 
ceive an inquiry from the government of 
the United States, or decide to quote for 
delivery for that government, either di- 
rectly. or indirectly, they shall first in like 
manner ascertain the price quoted or fixed 
by the American factories, and shall be 
bound not to quote or sell below that figure.

BIG RIVER STEAMER DESTROYED 


Grand Republic, the Largest Excursion 
-. Boat on the Mississippi River, 
Burns at St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 13.—[Special.]—The 
steamer Grand Republic, the largest ex- 
cursion boat on the Mississippi River, was 
entirely destroyed by fire early this morn- 
ing on the Missouri side, just below Caron- 
delet. The steamer was valued at $60,000 
and insured for $30,000. It was owned by the 
Columbia Excursion company of St. Louis, 
of which C. C. Maffitt, the millionaire street 
railway manager, is President. 

Captain W. H. Thorwegan, his wife, and 
two children, and the watchman narrowly 
escaped incineration.

MUST PAY THE FULL FARE 


GOVERNOR PINGREE | DECLARES WAR 
ON RAILROAD PASSES. 


ceedings Against Members of the 
Legislature Whe Accept Gratuities 
from the Corporations — Says Ac- 
ceptance of Railway Passes Is a 
Crime Against the School Fund of 
the State. 


Detroit, Mich., March 13.—Governor Pin- 
gree has declared war on the railroad pass, 
In a public proclamation, to be issued to- 
morrow, he warns members of the Legjs- 


railroad companies for the pending extra 
session he will commence criminal pro- 
ceedings against them. 

Governor Pingree declares that the man 
who rides on a railroad pas# commits a 
crime against the school children of the 
State. He points out the fact that the 
school fund is enriched by the taxation of 
the railroad earnings of the State, and that 
the man who rides on a pass robs the school 
fund of the percentage to which it is en- 
titled. He includes clergymen accepting half 
fare permits in his proclamation and while, 
of course, he does not threaten them with 
the law, he tells them that they are robbing 
the school fund and encouraging the raill- 
roads to make false returns, and thus to 
cheat the State. | 

Governor Pingree’s proclamation, which 
will be made public tomorrow, is as fol- 
lows: | 

‘*T am required by the constitution of the 
State to take care that the laws are faith- 
fully executed. 

“An extraordinary session of the Legis? 
lature has been called, to consider questions 
of vital importance to the,people, and espe- 
clally affecting the railroad companies, ex- 
press companies, telegraph companies, and 
telephone companies. 

“It has been the practice in this State for 
many years, as I am informed, for railroad 
companies to issue passes to State officers, 
executive, legislative, and judicial. The ob- 
ject of doing this is apparent. It is to se- 
cure from the officers some favor at the 
expense of his constituents. 

“In view of the situation I deem it my 
duty to call the attention of all persons and 
corporations in this State to section 9,241 of 
Howell's Statutes, which reads as follows: 

*“** Every person who shall corruptly give, 
offer, or promise to any executive, legis- 
lative, or judicial officer, after his election 
or appointment, and either before or after 
he shall have been qualified, or shall have 
taken his seat, any gift or gratuity what- 
ever with intent to influence his acts, vote, 
opinion, decision, or judgment on any mat- 
ter, question, cause, or proceeding which 
may be then pending, or may by law come 
or be brought before him in his official ca- 
pacity, shall be punished by imprisonment 
in the State Prison not more than five years, 
-or by fine not exceeding $3,000 and imprison- 
ment in the county jail not more than one 
year.’ 

“ Bection 9,242 provides: 

* Every executive, legislative, dr judicial 
officer who shall corruptly aecept any gift 
or gratuity, or any promise to make any gift, 
or to do any act beneficial to such officer, un- 
der an agreement or with an understanding 
that his vote, opinion, or judgment shall be 
given .. any particular manner or any par- 
ticular side of any question, cause, or pro- 
ceeding which ts or may be by law brought 
before him in his official capacity, or that in 
such capacity he shall make any particular 
nomination or appointmegt, shall forfeit his 
office and be forever disqualified ‘to hold 
any public office, trust, or appointment, un- 
der the constitution or laws of this State, 
and shall be punished by imprisonment in 
the State Prison not more than ten years, or 
by fine not exceeding $5,000 and imprison- 
ment in the county jail not more than one 
year. 

‘The violation of these statutes has been 
so common that I deem it my duty to warn 
those who have heretofore been violating 
them that I intend to do my utmost to have 
then enforced. 

“The acceptance of a pass upon railroads 
In this State is not only a crime against the 
étatute but against the school children of the 
, Btate. Every pass given makes the earn- 
ings of the railroad so much less, and as 
at present we only collect as taxes a per- 
centage on earnings, which goes to the school 
fund, every man who accepts a pass robs 

hat fund of the percentage to which it is 
ntitled., 

* What is said of passes is also true of 
reduced fares, under whatever pretext they 
may be offered. Even the clergyman who 
rides at a reduced rate is expected to make 
some return to the railroad company, and in 
riding at the reduced rate he deprives the 
school fund of the money to which it is en- 
titled, and encourages the railroad com- 
panies to make false returns and cheat the 
State out of its proper dues for taxes. 
| “T call upon the good and patriotic people 
of this State to refuse to receive any favors 
of this kind, and to call the attention of the 
proper officers in their respective counties 
to the violation of these statutes. 

“I call upon the justices of the peace and 
prosecuting attorneys throughout the State, 
as well as on the Judges of our higher courts, 
to see that offenses against these statutes 
which come under their observation or which 
may be brought to their attention are prop- 
erly dealt with. 

“It is useless to have laws If they are not 
enforced, and it is folly to elect public offi- 
cers to perform important public duties if 
they are to be corrupted by interested par- 
ties. H, 8S. PINGREE, Governor.” 

Governor Pingree appears to have made a 
ten-strike when he sent to 4,000 correspond- 
ents over the State blank petitions for the 
passage of his bill for the local taxation 
of railroad, telegraph, telephone, and ex- 
press companies, which will be considered at 
the special session of the Legislature next 
week. These petitions were sent to citizens 
who had written him after reading his spe- 
cial message on ratiroad taxation to the last 
Legislature ‘expressing their indorsement of 
his ideas on this subject. He asked each re- 
cipient of a blank to get twenty signatures, 
» his purpose being to get 80,000 names. The 
petitions are coming back in large numbers 
bearing from twenty-five to 150 names each. 
Many correspondents have asked for more 
blanks, while more than one-half say that 
the names of 90 per cent of the taxpayers 
in their districts can be obtained if the 
necessary time is given to the work. There 
is no doubt that during the present week 
the petitions will be swelled to enormous 
proportions. The joint document promises 
to contain many thousand more names than 
any ever presented to the Michigan Legis- 
lature. |

Dr. Hillis, referring to the present crisis 
In the relations between the United §tates 
and Spain, said: 

*Perchance a day has dawned when God 
has appointed war unto this nation; when 
the destruction of a few may mean the 
succoring of many. Perhaps for this strong 
nation to refuse help to a weak people may 
be an act cowardly, inhuman, and unchris- 
tian. Perhaps the pouring forth of treas- 
ure, of money, and of blood may stay foreign 
soldiers in a career of crime and cruelty, 
so that for our soldiers to lose life would 
be for them to save it. But if the sword 
must be drawn from the scabbard, let its 
edge be sharpened to cut the bonds of op- 
pression. America’s mission is to heal 
wounds, not producé them; to quench wars 
and not kindle them. But if into our hands 
for the curing of the nations God gives a 
cup bitter and fierce, to be poured out as 
@ medicine, as in the olden day, so now, may 
the iron hand be stretched forth from a 
kindly heart, and may it be a medicine ad- 
ministered -by justice, not vengeance; by 
kindness, not fury; by love and not wrath. 


War Talk to Affect Stocks: 


“In this era, when science has risen up 
to reinforce the doctrine of human brother- 
hood and national unity, it seems passing 
strange that the world has entered upon an 
epoch when the discussion of racial wars 
is universal and all-absorbing, For weeks 
and months the children and youth of this 
and other lands have risen up in the morn- 
ing and retired at night to speak and read 
of war and armies and navies, of battle- 
ships and torpedoes and cannons. By lurid 
pictures, sensational statements, and in- 
genious falsehoods men who believe :that 
war would strengthen stocks or depress 
them, politiclans who hope that war might 
call the attention of the people away from 
certain financial and economic conditions 
that would etherwise be corrected, have 
sought out every possible device to stir up 
those sentiments of hatred and strife that 
culminate in battles. 

“First of all, the parents in our homes 
and the teachers of our public schools 
should ‘cause our children and youth to un- 
derstand that the Maine incident stands 
alone and by itself. For this nation to say 
‘an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth,’ and 
a ship for a ship, and 300 dead men for 300 
dead men, is to return to savagery and pure 
paganism. 


Preparations for War. 


“The vast appropriations Russia, Eng- 
etrengthening of their navies and the 
millions appropriated by our own Congress 
indicate that nations are now arming to the 
teeth, having determined to establish su- 
premacy by an appeal to brute force rather 
than through statesmanship, commerce, and 
productive industry. Never before have so 
many men of invéntive skill and genius like 
Krupp and Armstrong and Maxim occupied 
themselves with perfecting the engines of 
‘war. It is also true 
armies of Europe have never been larger 
nor the military drill more severe.” 

In his address on ‘“‘ Congress and Cuba,”’ 
Bishop Fallows said: : 

“The march of portentous events has 
been rapid since one week go. Something 
unprecedented has taken place in the history 
of American politics. The Congress of the 
United States unanimously voted to put 
into the hands of the President $50,000,000 
from the Treasury, to be used as he may 
deem best for the public interests. 

** Political differences were all sunk in tak- 
ing this action.. North and South were 
brought together as they never have been 
before since the nation sprang into being.

“Thank God for it! It is the sublime an- 
nouncement made by the world that now

Chicago athletes are ready to go to the 
front if the country is in need of their 
services, but they laugh at the idea of or- 
ganizing a company composed of football 
players, sprnters, hurdiers, wrestlers, and 
strong men. Talk among the different play~- 
ers at the clubs has been upon the pros- 
pects of war and they have laughingly 
discussed football brigades, sprinters’ 
squads, and other military bodies, and have 
picked out commanders from among their 
numbers with no thought of seriously en- 
gaging in drill or the organization of an 
athletic regiment. They are not.particular 
whether they have a regiment all their own 
or serve with the National Guard or other 
military bodies if their services are needed. 

The idea of a company of athletes is not 
taken seriously and no one found yesterday 
knew anything about sucha plan. Several 
of the “cherry circle” football players 
watched the fights at the club on Saturday 
night and jested about getting pointers to 
slug Spaniards, and spoke of “ Pixley’s 
squad,” ‘‘ Pauiman’s rangers,’’ and made 
other joculat remarks, without any idea 
of raising a company.

THE FOUR REQUIREMENTS TO BE MADE 


OF SPAIN. 

The highly important Washington dis- 
patch announcing the readiness of Spain to 
withdraw her forces from Cuba, which ap- 
peared, in yesterday morning's TRIBUNE, 
came at too late an hour for suitable edito- 
rial comment. The information that a se- 
cret agent of the Spanish government had 
had an interview on Saturday with Presi- 
dent McKinley and also with the repre- 
sentative of the Cuban Republic at Wash- 
ington did not reach the staff correspond- 
ent of Tue Trrsunp until nearly 200,- 
000 sheets of that part of the issue contain- 
ing the editorial page had been printed, 
Tus Trisunp editorial was, therefore, 
based on the previous news that the Wasb- 


ington stock jobbers were laboring des- 


perately to lead the President astray with 
their wicked, selfish, un-American scheme. 
The representative of Tus TRIBuNE at 
Washington is acting under instructions 
which warn him against sensationalism 
and wild guesses and bid him stick to facts. 
He has observed these instructions care- 
fully hitherto, and hence this paper has con- 
fidence in the accuracy of the statements 
telegraphed by him late on Saturday night. 
The proposition made to the President on 
behalf of the Spanish government is thus 
stated: 

That Spain should abandon every attempt to 
coerce the insurgents and should permit the {sland 
to become prectically free ‘to settle its own gov- 
ernment on any basis satisfactory to the people 
of Cuba: he agreed in behalf of Spain to withcraw 
all her troops and ships and to turn over the 
island to the people of Cuba. The Spanich en- 
voy’s idea was that they should proceed to form 
@ government for themselves, which should be 
‘to all intents and purposes a republic, retaining 
only the faintest possible trace of allegiance to 
Bpain. He offered to give them absolute home 
rule on a basis far beyond even that Canada en- 
joys, with the single reservation that the people 
of Cuba should acknowledge the ownership of 
@pain in the island, although they should be free 


from the direct supervision of the monarchy and 
not made subject to laws enacted by the Spanish 


Cortes, 

The reason assigned for this reservation 
of nominal ownership, while substantial in- ' 
dependence is conceded, is a desire to de- 
ceive the ignorant Spanish people. It is 
alleged that if they could be told the Cubans 
had “returned to their allegiance” they 
would believe Spain had won a victory, 
whereas if independence were conceded in 
name as well as fact “Spanish pride” 
would be wounded. There would be a revo- 
lution, and the boy King would lose his 
throne. Hence deception must be practiced. 

It is stated in the dispatch that President 
McKinley answered neither yea nor nay, 
but advised the agent to see the repre 
sentative of the Cuban Republic at Wash- 
ington at once and tell him all about it. 
The Spanish agent did this, humiliating as 
it was to his pride, for the insurgents never 
have been recognized by Spanish officials 
in any way. ' 

That Cuban representative, it is stated, 
turned a deaf ear to the arguments of the 
secret Spanish agent, calling his attention 
to the fact that, while he might have av- 
‘thority to speak for Minister Sagasta and 
the Queen Regent, he could not speak for 
the new Cortes, or Parliament, which is to 
meet next month in Madrid. — i’ 

The secret Spanish envoy, thus rebuffed, 
has gone to New York to see Genera! Pal- 
ma, the general agent of the Cuban Repub- 
lic, and plead with him to close the Cuban 
war on the treacherous and hypocritical 
plan worked out by the Spanish govern- 
ment. 
Assuming this news of Saturday night 
to be substantially correct, it is evident that 
the events of the last seven days have con- 
vinced Minister Sagasta that the game of 
bluff, bluster, and procrastination is up, and 
that Spain must “ vamose the ranch,” clear 
out of Cuba, or fight the United States, 
which Spain does not seem able to do. 

It has seen Congress put 50 millions of 
gold dollars in the hands of the President 
for warlike purposes by a unanimous vote. 
The Spanish Minister has read the speeches 
made in the House when this vote of 50 
millions of gold money was called a “ peace 
measure,” and has not been misled by them. 
He understands that the peace spoken of 
is a peace following war—in which Spgin 
wil) be first thoroughly thrashed for her 
| crimes and treacheries—not to avert war to 
benefit stock jobbing blacklegs and help 
Spain out of her scrape, i 

Minister Sagasta is witnessing the appro- 
priation of that 50 millions of gold for ships, 
guns, shot and shell, and munitions for com- 
pleting coast fortifications, and manning 
war fighting ships. He knows what those 
preparations mean, and that bankrupt 
Spain, unable borrow a “ peseta” or 
franc, is no match for the United States, 

The Spaniard has also lost hope in the 
ability of the stock gamblers of Wall street 
—the blacklegs of American finance—to 
control the policy of the government in 
Spain's interest and their own. What, 
then, is there left for him to do, except back 
down as speedily as he ean before the war 
cloud breaks? 

But Sagasta has not proposed enough. 
He proposes that the Spanish armies, fleet, 
and officials of all kinds shall evacuate 
Cuba, and that only the Spanish flag, the 
abhorrent symbol of a hated despotism, 
shall remain as the ruler of Ouba. 

There are other requisites. If they are 
not complied with the “ dogs of war” muet 
be let loose to punish biack-hearted, hypo- 
critical Spain. 

In the first place, the Spanish flag must 
be hauled down in Cuba and removed for- 
ever. Spain must abandon even the shadow 
of a title toCuba. Otherwise she would at- 
tempt to regain possession at some future 
day if she felt strong enough. There is no 
faith ta be placed in any promise she may 
make, Spain is not to be trusted in any 
way. It must “ vamose the ranch ”"—clear 
out unconditionally. 

In the second place, the Vizcaya or some 
other British built warship equally valu- 
able must be turned over to the United 
States in the place of the Maine, which was 
destroyed 
treachery. _ 

In the third place, Spain must make ade- 
quate monetary provision for the widows, 
orphans, and dependent relatives of the sea- 
men on that vessel, who were murdered by 
Spanish treachery.

Finally, Spain must express her re- 
grets for and detestation of that wicked 
act on the part of those Spaniards who 
treacherously destroyed the Maine and mur- 
dered its crew, or take the consequences. 
Spain must apologize for this black crime, 
which some of her people have been base 
and infamous enough to commit, and which 
the Spaniards rejoiced at and applauded as 
showing their real] sentiments. 

When these four things have been per- 
formed then military preparations and pun- 
ishment can cease. Then American in- 
dignation can justly cool down, 
the infamous character of the crime | 
can never be forgotten.

The tax of $1.10 on the 50 per cent of 
alcohol in a gallon of whisky was left un- 
changed. But the tax on the gallon of beer 
is less than a third what the alcohol in 
whisky is taxed. 

Why should there be such an unfair 
discrimination against sugar in favor of 
beer? Alcohol is used in the arts and manu- 
factures, and yet it has to pay an enormous 
tax, while beer, used only as a beverage for 
drinkers, pays only a very light tax. The 
average yield of spirits per bushel of grain 
is about four and a half gallons. On that 
amount of spirits, made from grain costing 
20 to 25 cents a bushel, the government 
levies a tax of nearly $5. On a barrel of 
beer which it costs about $4 to manufacture 
a tax of only one dollar is levied. This is 
stupidly wrong. 

What are Congressmen afraid of that 
they do not put a just tax on beer when it 
is so badly needed? They have imposePa 
heavy sugar tax on the 74 million inhab- 
itants of the United States, all of whom use 
sugar. They use on an average about sixty 
to seventy pounds per head per year. Yet 
the sugar consumers do not grumble at the 
tax levied upon them, believing it necessary. 
Are beer consumers less patriotic than those 
of sugar? The saloonkeepers are skilled in 
the art of making a glass of beer 40 of 50 
per cent foam. They practically pay no tax 
to the government—except the dollar of 
local tax—and they shift that tax on the con- 
sumer, The extra dollar a barrel would 
only amount to one cent for six glasses to 
whoever paid it, yet this sum of money 
would put a stop to the government deficit, 
would prevent selling of bonds for trouncing 
infamous Spain, or increasing the national 
debt. How can Congress perform | its 
bounden duty if it avoids levying this beer 
tax? There should be no hesitation in col-

NO ANGLO-AMERICAN ALLIANCE. 

The St. James’ Gazette states editorially 
that+ 

It has hitherto been the ruling principle in 
American politics to abstain from alliances with 
European powers, but the time for alliances has 
come for the United States. They can no longer 
afford to view the conflicts of the European powers 
as something remote and no concern of theirs. 
It may be a fortunate thing for both that this 
should be the case, just when it is so very possi- 
ble for England and the United States to act to- 
gether. On our side there is every disposition, and 
we claim to have shown it im our acts. It is for 
them to take the next step. They can now, by 
speaking a word in regard to Ching, make clear 
to the world that the two Anglo-Saxon communi- 
ties are prepared to act together. 


The comment to be made on this is that 
the United States does not need the help 
of Britain to settle accounts with Spain. 
This country can dispose of that antagonist 
in short order without aid of any kind from 
anybody. 

But Britain has so much on her hands 
at this time that she would be glad to have 
the assistance of the United States, She 
has undertaken to regulate the affaifs of 
the world, and is finding the task a little 
too much for her. Difficulties confront her 
on the Congo and the Nile in South Africa, 
in China, part of which the Russians are 
beginning to absorb, and in India, which 
Britain fears the Russians have designs on. 

In Europe Britain has no friends. She 
is not certain but what she may at any 
moment be confronted by avowed enemies, 
whose united fleets may outnumber, even 
though they may not. be able to outfigitt, 
her own. | 

Perhaps the wisest thing she can do, even 
at the loss of a little prestige, is not to try 
to do so much. The world is getting to be 
so large that one small nation cannot man- 
age it. | | 

The United States has some trade with 
China, It will have less trade if China 
should be controlled by Russia or France 
than if it were controlled by Britain. Bat 
that is not a sufficient reason why the 
United States should rush to the assistance 
of England and get tangled up in her quar” 
rels.

WHAT DOES SPEAKER REED MEAN! 

According to a New York journal, Speak- 
er Reed has given out an authorized inter- 
view expressive of his position with refer- 
ence to our relations with Spain, and es- 
pecially in view of the possibilities of war 
over Cuban affairs. The most significant 
portion is contained in the following para- 


graphs: 

The United States does not want war if it can 
be avoided in any way. Of course, this would not 
hold in the event that our national honor was at 
stake. War is a relic of barbarism, and in this 
day there should be some other method of settling 
disputes and adjusting grievances. 

What we want is peace, but if it ie necessary 
to have war for the protection of our national 
honor we will have it, and there is no nation that 
can or will defend it, should the occasion arise, 
like the people of the United States. 

When Mr. Reed intimates that the Ameri- 


can be avoided in any way "—as the open- 
ing sentence of his interview implies—while 
no doubt he is correctly expressing his own 
view and that of a little coterie of politi- 
cians and Wall street speculators, he is not 
representing the class for “whom he pro- 
fesses to speak. Such a position is as un- 
patriotic as it is un-American, and the 


cannot save it from the reprobation which 
it deserves to receive at the hands of every 
patriotic citizen. 

War “can be avoided ” by our continued 
submission to the demands of Spain that we 
shall play the watchdog along our coast for

Is it no dishonor not 
only to seé our own commerce destroyed 
and our naval vessels blown up by treachery 
in the harbor of a professedly friendly 
power, but to see a people at our very doors 
subjected to the horrors of starvation 
through the cruelty and rapacity of a gov- 
ernment which has retained its power over 
them only in order that it might rob them? 
Would it not-be as much of a dishonor to 
permit this condition of affairs to continue 
indefinitely without putting forth a hand 
to prevent it as it would be for a citizen to 
see his neighbor assaulted and robbed upon 
the street without making any effort to 
save him? 

The only way by which a conflict can be 
avoided with honor to the American people 
is for Spain to recognize the independence of 
Cuba and get off the American continent. 
Then, when ample and thorough repara- 
tion and apology have been rendered for the 
destruction of the Maine and for the lives 


sacrificed by Spanish treachery, may Amer- 
iean honor be considered vindicated. 

Mr. Reed's attempted explanations and 
qualifications will scarcely avail him. He 
has shown his un-American spirit too long 
already. The fact is, he seems to live too 
far down East to be thoroughly American. 
He speaks as if he were almost a Canadian. 


SPAIN’S SPURIOUS “INDEPENDENCE.” 

The Washington correspondent of Tus 
TRIBUNE yesterday reported “a secret 
agent of the Spanish government ” as pro- 
posing that “the insurgents should accept 
independence in everything but name.” If 
he had added the words “ and fact” to the 
above sentence so that it would read: 

The insurgents have been invited to accept in- 
dependence in everything but name—and fact, 
he would have described the situation 


exactly. “ Independence in everything but 
name” is not independence at all. Inde- 
pendence, which permits a foreign power to 
keep its flag floating over Cuba is de- 
pendence both in name and in fact. What 
a mockery it is to talk of the “ independence 
of Cuba” while the symbol of Spanish au- 
thority remains over the island! ‘To trust 
to Spanish honor, Spanish faith, Spanish 
mercy is to look for grapes from thorns and 
figs from thistles. While the Spanish flag 
remains over Cuba the government of Spain 
will have power to revoke any terms of 
quasi-independence that might be granted, 
and the experience of the Cubans teaches 
them that no confidence can be placed in 
Spanish promises, which are made only to 
be broken, Cuba is lost to Spain unless 
the home government can regain by fraud 
and treachery what it had not the power to 
keep by force of arms. As we had occasion 
to say yesterday: Spain has been a promise 
breaker for centuries, She has no concep- 
tion of truth or honor. There are nations 
whose word is as good as their bond. An 
English colony, if promised anything by the 
mother country, would feel confident the 
promise would be kept. Bat to compare 
England and Spain is to compare a reputa- 
ble merchant whose credit never has been 
impaired and whose word never has been 
broken with a dealer whose career has been 
marked by a series of bankruptcies and of 
mysterious fires which consumed his over- 
insured stocks of goods. _ 

There can be no peace on the terms pro- 
posed by Spain. It would be conquest, not 
peace.

lature in order to pass a maximum freight 
law even more severe than that of Ne- 
braska. But now that the Supreme Court 
has spoken, the Kansas roads will not be 
disturbed by what the Legislature may do. 
They will not make any attempts to 
“ reason” with its members. 

Governor Leedy does not take issue with 
the assertion of the Supreme Court that 
the rates fixed by the Nebraska law are so 
low that the owners of the roads would not 
get a fair, legitimate return on the actual 
value of their property.

They are those who, besides the 
capacity to hold property and enjoy legal! protec- 
tion, also have life and can enjoy liberty, and’ 
that means human beings. 

An Anarchist named Doster, who is the 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
State, unites with the Governor in de- 
nouncing as bad law the unanimous opinion 
of the Supreme Court that the property of 
corporations is protected by the constitution 
of the United States. If it were not, what- 
ever corporations there are in Populist 
States would have a hard time of it.

‘There are other reasons besides the testi- 
mony of Senator Morgan going to show 
that President Cleveland was a more or 
less avowed advocate of the annexation of 
Hawaii during his first Presidential term. 

In 1888, the administration having been 
invited by the British Minister to join 
with England and Germany in guarantee- 
ing the neutrality and equal accessibility 
of the Hawaiian Islands to all nations, as 
England and France had done in 1843, Mr.

The existing treaties of the United States and 
Hawali create, as you are aware, special and im- 
portant reciprocities to which present ma- 
terial préaperity of Hawail may said to owe 
its existence, and by. one of its articles the cession 
of any part of the Hawatlian territory to any «ther 
government without the consent of the United 
States is inhibited. In view of such existing ar- 
‘rangements it does not seem needful for the 
United States to join with other governments to 
secure the neutrality of Hawaiian territory nor 
to provide for the equa! accessibility of all nations 
to those ports which now exist. 

In an authorized interview commenting 
upon this official correspondence in Janu- 
ary, 1898—a few weeks before Mr. Cleve 
land entered upon his second term—as 
shown in the article of the Hon. J. R. Proc- 
ter, Mr. Bayard said:

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“SVINSTON CHURCHILI’S NOVEL IS 
SPARKLING AND ORIGINAL. 


Though by a New Author, “ The Celeb- 
rity” Is Model of Artistic Light- 
ness and Vivacious Superficiality— 
Plet Is Thoroughly Original, Beth 
tm Conception and Execution—Neot 
im Any Respect a Great Book, but 
Unuseally Pleasing. 


IGHTNESS and originality are com- 
bined in quite captivating proportions 
in Winston Churchili’s novel, “ The 
Celebrity (Macmillan). The author 
is not the English Winston Churchill, 

but an American, as the sustained vivacity 
ef his'literary style itself announces. The 
elebrity ’’ is the farthest possible remove 
ae the solid roast beef style of novel in 
which British writers excel, being an al- 
gost perfect type of the champagne-and- 
goufflé fiction in which American talent 
seems to be at its best. — 
_ With all its lightness and superficiality 
Mr. Churchill’s novel is quite a triumph of 
painstaking “work. Its short, crisp sen- 
fences are as polished as so much verse. 
’ Jts style ts refreshing in the originality of 
jts sparkle, and its plot, slight as it is, 
strikes a thoroughly unhackneyed note. It 
lis off somewhat at the close, but despite, 
t fact “The Celebrity’ must be set 
down as an exceptionally pleasing novel 
and one peculiarly fitted for the require- 
ments of summer vacation reading. a 
There is nothing particularly original in 
faking a popular novelist like the Celebrity 
tor a central figure, but the difficulties into 
which Mr. Churchill plunges his unheroic 
hero are thoroughly novel. The story is 
Jaid near the great lakes somewhere north 
otf Chicago.

RALLY TO PASTOR'S AID. 


SPIRITUALISTS INDIGNANT AT MBS. G. 
G, COOLEY’S ARREST. 


Members of Her Congregation Appoint 
_ # Committee to Insure a Good Legal 
Defense This Morning — Accused 
Woman Sure of Acquittal and Still 
Intends to Deliver the Funeral Ser- 
mon on Wednesday—Expliains the 
Circumstances of Her Incarceration 


Chicago spiritualists were stirred up yes- 
terday over the arrest on Saturday of Mrs. 
Georgia Gladys Cooley, pastor of the Firat 
Spiritualist Church, at the store of Roths- 
child & Co., on the charge of shoplifting. - 

The members of the First Spiritualist 
Church, 77 Thirty-first street, were not con- 
tent with a mere expression of their pas- 
tor’s innocence. At the meeting the whole 
matter was gone over unofficially,and after 
listening to the statement of F. C. Coviley, 
the husband of the accused preacher, and to 
D. L. Druliner, who went on the bond of 
Mrs. Cooley, it was decided to appoint a 
committee to represent the church in the 
matter. 

W. E. Hahn, F. H. Farnham, C. H. Horine 
Dr. G. B. Warne, and George E. Eichel- 
berger compose the committee, and they. will 
see that their pastor has proper legal de- 
fense when she comes up for trial this morn- 
ing at the Harrison Street Police Station. 
Mrs. Cooley attended the afternoon meeting 
of the society, but beyond a short speech at 
the end of the service, in which she made no 
reference to her trouble, she said nothing. 

Mrs. Cooley says she had a veil in her 
hands looking at it while the clerk was busy 
with another customer. She held it up to 
her face to judge of its texture, when her 
arms were pinioned to her sides from behind, 
and she found hergelf hustled off to the sta- 
tion. She has no doubt of being able to 
establish her innocence. See 

In faet, Mrs. Cooley is so certain of ac- 
quittal that she has made no change in her 
plans of officiating at the funeral of the 
unknown French woman, wnose body has 
been lying for almost two years at the under- 
taking establishment at Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Fortieth place. Who this woman 
was or where she came from is being kept 
a profound secret. The undertakers profess 
to know nothing, and the spiritualists de- 
clare they do not know whether she was one 
of their faith or not. 

The funeral will take place on Wednesday 
afternoon from 27 Michigan avenue. Last 
night Mrs. Cooley answered Dr. Talmage in 
his attack on spiritualism. 

At the meeting held last night the Spirit- 
ualists asserted that their pastor was the 
object of persecution, although who was at 
the bottom of it they declined to say, “ for 
policy’s sake,”’ until they could substantiate 
their charges. Dr. Druliner said a reporter 
told him at the station on Saturday night 
that it was known that morning that Mrs. 
Cooley would be arrested in the afternoon. 
Mrs. Cooley said she was told the same 
thing. 

Mrs. Cooley said at the close of the meet- 
ing last night it had\been her intention to 
leave Chicago after the Spiritualists’ anni- 
versary the last Sunday in March, but that 
recent events had persuaded her to remain 
a while longer. 

At the time of her arrest Mrs. Cooley says 
she lost a pocketbook containing change to 
the amount of $6 or $7. _#

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LETTER 


(Copyright, 1898, by the de Fontenoy.} 
The action of the Speaker of the House 
of Commons in suppressing the question 
which the Hon. Hubert Valentine Duncombe 
had placed on the printed list for the pur- 
pose of addressing to the government, and 
which was as to ‘“‘ whether the Cabinet had 
considered the advisability of placing the 
British fleet at the disposal of the United 
States in the event of a war between the 
latter and Spain,’’ was unprecedented and 
contrary to Parliamentary usage, but is gen- 
erally commended. For the question was 
intended, not as a demonstration of friend- 
ship towards this country, but merely asa 
bit of impertinent ridicule of the very wide- 
spread manifestations of sympathy for the 
United States that are taking place on every 
side in England, and particularly in the 
British press, during the present crisis. 

Mr. Duncombe poses as a humorist, and in 
order to appreciate the drift of the question 
which he proposed to put the fact must be 
taken into consideration that he spent a 
considerable time in America, living partly 
on his wife’s earnings as a variety actress 
and partly on his wits, which latter source of 
livelihood naturally caused him to suffer 
a considerable amount of privation. 

A younger son of the Earl and Countess 
of Feversham, and a brother, therefore, of 
the celebrated beauty, Lady Helen Vincent, 


and of the still more lovely Duchess of 


Leinster, now dead, he distinguished himself 
a few weeks after attaining his majority by 
marrying a music hall favorite profession- 
ally known as Miss “ Nellie Lamar,” but 
whose real name was Ellen Lewis. The 
ceremony took place, not at church, but at 
the registry office of St. George's, Hanover 
Square, and it is probably due to this lack of 
any religious ceremony that the peerages 
and other similar works of reference con- 
tain no record of the union. 

Of course the latter gave offense to the 
father of the young man, who is noted for 
his pride of birth and ancestry, and the an- 
nual allowance which the Hon. Hubert had 
until then received was promptly docked. 
He thereupon got still more heavily into debt 
than he had been before, and finally his ex- 
travagance, coupled with that of his wife, 
landed him in the bankruptcy court. 

The old Earl then agreed to allow him an 
annuity of $2,000 on condition that he would 
leave England with his wife and live in the 
United States. Society appears to have ig- 
nored their presence in this country. They 
drifted around from one city to another, 
drinking to the very dregs the full bitterness 
of life in third and fourth rate boarding- 
houses, and left debts behind them every- 
where. Finally they decided that if they 
were to starve they might just as well do so 
in England, and they returned to London, 
where the Hon. Mrs. Duncombe resumed 
her music hall profession, and, I am sorry to 
add, her very questionable mode of life of 
ante-nuptial days. 

For a time the brother of the late Duchess 
of Leinster and of Lady Helen Vincent was 
content to live In indolence and comfort at 
his wife's expense, closing his eyes to the 
dubious sources of her income. Indeed, I 
doubt if there would ever have been any peti- 
tion for divorce had not Mrs. Duncombe 
finally become tired of supplying the needs of 
her ne’er-do-well husband and coolly turned 
him out of house and home. 

The Hon. Hubert, finding that nothing 
further in the way of cash was.to be ex- 
pected from his wife, lost no time in com- 
mencing a suit for divorce against her on 
the ground of the betrayal of his ‘* honor,” 
and took the precaution of naming as a co- 
respondent a Mr. Henry Yates, who hap- 
pened ta be the richest of Mrs. Duncombe’s 
admirers, and therefore the most likely to 
readily pay heavy damages for the alienation 
of affections. 

This, then, is the distinguished statesman 
to whom the enlightened Conservative con- 
stituency of West Cumberland has intrusted 
its representation in Parliament, and whose 
efforts to perpetuate a cheap plece of im- 
pertinence at the expense of the United 
States, against which he has always har- 
bored a grudge since his hard times in this 
country, were.so promptly squelched by the 
prize fighter’s son who now presides as 
Speaker and as First Commoner of England 
over the deliberations of the House of Com- 
mons. 


By the death of old Lord Bradford the 
English turf has sustained a loss so great 
that it may almost be described as irre- 
parable. The owner of the Derby winner, 
Sir Hugo, he was one of the pillars of the 
British racing world, and, like the Duke of 
Westminster, the Duke of Portland, and the 
late Lord Portsmouth, never made a bet in 
his life but merely ran his horses for the 
pure love of sport. A few years ago he cele- 
brated his golden wedding, losing his wife, 
however, a short time afterwards. 

The family name is Bridgeman, and the 
founder of the house was Sir Orlando 
Bridgeman, a Lord High .Chancellor of the 
reign of Charles II., whose ideas of justice 
and of judicial integrity were on a par with 
his King’s notions of morality. The late 
Earl.was very rich indeed, a goodly propor- 
tion of his income being derived from ground 
rents in the manufacturing towns of the 
Counties of Stafford and of Warwick. 

During the thirty-three years that he has 
sat in the House of Lords he has never once 
made a speech or delivered himself of any 
other utterance than his vote, and accord- 
ing to reliable traditions he managed to pre- 
serve an equally praiseworthy silence dur- 
ing the twenty years that he previously sat 
in the House of Commons as member for 
South Shropshire. | 

He is now succeeded in the earldom by his 
eldest son, hitherto known as _. Viscount 
Newport, and who, like every other male’ 
scion of this ancient house, bears the Chris- 
tian name of Orlando. He has a son who its 
already of age, while of his daughters one 
is married to the Earl of Dalkeith, heir to 


the Dukedom of Buccleuch, another one is . 


wedded to the enormously wealthy Ernest 
Pretyman of Orwell Park, while a third has 
just become the wife of the Hon. Osbert 
Molyneux, ‘heir to the immensely wealthy 
earldom of Sefton, now held by his elder 
brother, who is demented, childless, and suf- 
fering from an injured spine, the result of a 
terrible cropper in a steeplechase. .

reference is that of Frederick W. Isaacson, 
whose claim to mention in these columns is 
due to the fact that he was the father of 
Violet Lady Beaumont, widow of the ninth 
Lord Beaumont. 

Of the most plebeian extraction he accu- 
mulated a fortune in the retail silk trade, 
and then still further augmented it by mar- 
rying a German woman of the name of 
Jaeger, who keeps the well-known modiste 
and millinery shop on Regent street under 
the name of ** Madame Elise.”

SAYS HE KNOWS SEX SECRET. 


Dr. Watson Says It Is Possible for 
‘Human Beings to Produce Male 
or Female at Will. 


Danbury, Conn., March 13.—A discovery 
said to be oven more remarkable than that 
of Professor Schenk of Vienna in relation to 
determining the sex of a Ghild before its 
birth has been made by Dr. Wilbur 8. Wat- 
son of this city. It was first announced sev- 
eral days age. Ur. Watson asserts positive- 
ly that it ts within his power to influence 
the sex of qa child, and that parents may 
produce at will a male or a female. The re- 
sults of several years’ experiments by Dr. 
Watson have just been made known to some 
of the physicians of this city and have 
aroused great interest among them. 

Dr. Watson has a high standing in medi- 
eal circles and his integrity is unquestioned. 
He is medical director of the Connecticut 
National Guard and is attached to the staff 
of Brigadier General Russell Frost with 
rank of Coionel. He has been President of 
the Fairfield County Medical society and of 
the Danbury Medical society and iS an Ald- 
erman in this city. Dr. Watson says that 
the secret which led to his discovery was 
imparted to him by an old stock breeder who 
died a few years ago. Dr. Watson attended 
him during his final illness, and just before 
his death the stock breeder told him of a 
discovery which the had made in b 
horses and caitle. 

Dr. Watson was incredulous at first, but he 
began a series of experiments which con- 
vineed him of the truth of the stockman’s 
statement. He declines to give to the press 
the secret. lle declares that any medical ex- 
pert or scientist interested in the discovery 
may question him, and that he will give his 
method a test at any time. His investiga- 
tions have been as much directed toward the 
production of female offspring as male off- 
spring. He says that if the father of an un- 
born child will answer a few questions he 
will tell accurately the sex of the child to be 
born. 

The early experiments made by Dr. Wat- 
s0n were among animals. The mare which 
he drives was used 1n one experiment. When 
the physician became certain that sex could 
be influenced in animals he directed his at- 
tention to human beings, with equally satis- 
factory results. He declined to give 1ames, 
but will permit a medical expert to convince 
himself of the truth of his assertions. This 
method, he says, has never yet failed. 

In a statement which Dr. Watson has pre- 
pared he says that it is not necessary for the 
mother to undergo any treatment. He does 
not agree with Professor Schenk that nour- 
ishment and diet have anything to do with 
determining the sex ofachild. Neither does 
he agree with the professor that the father 
has no influence in determining sex. He be- 
lieves that one has as much influence as the 
other. It is too late to influence sex, he 
says, after impregnation. 

Dr. Watson has had over 700 cases of 
childbirth. He believes firmly that in every 
one of these the sex of the child could have 
been influenced, or that by asking half a 
dozen questions he could have told correctly 
the sex of the child at any time before its 
birth. He declares that he is willing to im- 
part his knowledge to families of which he 
is the regular physician.

This means that en- 
tire harmony now exists regarding the 
earrying out of the agreement entered into 
here, and the outlook is for continuous, un- 
interrupted work during the year.” 

The work of the committee involved the 
formulation of a uniform day work scale.

“The committee decided that the employ- 
ment of outside day labor and wages be 
left entirely to employers and employés in 
all the competitive districts,”’ continued Mr.

“The committee also decided that an 
eight-hour day meant eight hours’ work 
exclusive of the time required in going to 
and coming from the working place. While 
the rate of day wages as fixed by the com- 
mittee is less than is now paid in many parts 


- Of this State it is actually an advance, as 


the men will now be required to work only 
eight hours, while formerly they worked 
ten. In the Spring Valley, Braidwood, and 
Streator districts the men will receive thé 
same wages for eight hours they have re- 
ceived for ten hours.”’ 

This is without any doubt the first time 
in the history of the soft coal industry that 
a uniform price for day labor in all the States 
has been established. The Columbus confer- 
ence also resulted.in another settlement, un- 
expected, but none the less gratifying. It 
was the wiping out of the differential be- 
tween the Ohio and western Pennsylvania 
fields. For years there has been a differen- 


" ~ tial of nine cents in favor of Ohio, and it has 


been a constant cause of acriminous discus-
